.The young woman- superintended the 
heating of the brandy, and while testing 
It to see whether It had reached the prop- 
er temperature for adding the other pre-

throwing-thc contents of the pan upon 
the hot stove. In a moment the unfor- 
tunate .youns. lady was enveloped In.a 
mass of flame..'

Interesting, but experiments. In Colorado 
agriculture are of especial Interest, be- 
cause the people of the State hardly 
yet realize the possibilities of thin rich 
Boll.

that they arc demonstrated facta For 
six succsfilve years crops 
have

raised at the Colorado Spring)! Gardens 
ranch northweit of thta city without Irri- 
gation,and not a failure recorded. The 
experimenting* nt this ranch ban proved 
again the theory that the constant plow- 
Ing -of-land conserves the water that 
falls from the clouds Professor Fer- 
now made the thcorv plain In one of his 
lectures before the Summer Bchool 
The 


beating of the rains 
on 
the plains 


pounds the earth arid cnusen 
It 
to 


harden and In time the water cannot 
sink to any1 depth It runs off the sur- 
face as we see It In the plains portion 
of Colorado. It Is for this reason that 
the forests store up the water The rnln 
falling through the trees ha-» not the 
chance to beat the soils down ntt tt has 
on the plains, the soil remains porous 
and permeable andl the water sinks 
and sta>s there Now by breaking the 
ground with plows the water Is stored 
up This has been proved In Colorado 
many times but especially at the Gar- 
dons ranch 
By digging many feet below 


the surface where the land has been 
plowed for a number of years it Is found 
to be molat. Digging close by in ground 
that h«s not been broken shows It to be 
drj. It is for this reason largely that 
the great plains ofthe West, which the 
older readers no doubt were taught to 
believe were a % eat desert, have become 
the most productive fields In the world. 
Gradually this productiveness hps been 
creeping west and In time when the 
breaking of the soil hf>« become general 
the.plains of Colorado will prove a* pro- 
ductive as those of Kansas and Ne- 
braska, nnd will no longer be considered 
arid and uncertain 


This >ear at the Gardens ranch about 


600 acres were put under cultivation «« 
follows- Corn 300. oats 25, millet $0, po- 
tatoes 35. rye W, spring, rye 75 The crops 
are very largely harvested now .with 
the exception of the late potatoes and 
the corn left to harden In the field. The 
corn this >ear has done ver> well. A 
variety that grows on a low stalk wnn 
planted and the result Is a great field 
with full mown ears Some very hand- 
some specimens are now on the counter 
In The Gazette s business office 
The po- 


tato crop was not ns large this >ear as 
last owing to the rains not putting In an 
appearance at the right time In conse- 
quence the potatoes are not »n large 
nnd not fo man> to the hill ns last 
fall but the> are ver> fine In qUallt) 
Most Of these crops are used In feeding 
thentock nt the ranch. 


An experiment was tried this scar at 


the ranch In ralslnc tobacco, A halt 
ucre was planted of the Connecticut 
necdUng variety and tt has proved a 
succe«s The tobacco now hangs In two 
large- phtds drying It Is hardly de- 
cided what Ii to be done wlthlt. The
